eaily. 
In addition to the million.s which 
can be ix)ured into Pennsylvania 
ihrough the WPA. millions more 
iipi^ already been allocated through 
the PWA and directly from other 
lederal sources. 
Projects costing $25,000 or le.ss. 
mast of them to be financed by 100 
per cent federal grant, will be car­ 
ried out under the WPA and the 
hcpvier construction projects, cos^- 
i-ig more than $25,000. will be con­ 
structed under the PWA.

PARIS. July 19.—Mme. M ar the 
Hanau, “female Ponzi" of French 
finance, who swindled peasants oi 
more than $4.000.000 and then wfon 
their prayers when she wras on a 
hunger strike in Jail four years ago, 
died today in Fresnes prison hos­ 
pital. 
Her death brought grief to un­ 
numbered thousands of investors in 
her pyramiding corporations, who 
had faith until the end th at she 
would leave prison and repay them 
every centime. 
Police announced that an autopsy 
would be held and the cause of her 
death closely investigated, for it 
was feared that, on the heels of the 
StavLsky scandal and the country’s 
present financial 
difficulties, the 
end of Mme. Hanau might cause 
an outcry among her faithful dupes. 
Bedridden for months, she took 
an overdose of veronal on “Bastille 
Day,” July 14. in an attempt, to 
commit suicide, judicial authorities 
said, and the weakening effects of 
the narcotic probably hastened her 
death. 
Eight years ago she set out to 
show 
France, that, in 
her own 
words, “women are just as good fi­ 
nanciers as men.” 
Using wliat she 
called “American methods” Mme. 
Hanau organized an average of one 
corporation every day, while con­ 
fident peasants deposited their sav­ 
ings with agents she had in all 
provincial centers. 
When the law finally caught up 
with Mme. Hanau she was held in 
jail for more than a year during 
a bitter legal battle, and during 
this period she stunned Paris with 
a series of amazing episodes. 
She 
staged 
a 
20-day 
hunger 
, strike, until prison officials removed 
■ her to the hospital and forcibly 
I fed her. 
One night she escaped, 
] entered a taxi and return .d to St. 
! Lazare prison. 
i 
“I preferred my old cell to that 
horrid hospital,” she told the be­ 
wildered guards. 
Released on bail, partly put up 
by the people she swindled, she 
founded a new newspaper, attacked 
her critics, and announced a ’’five 
year plan” to repay her investors. 
She was resentenced in 1931. how­ 
ever, and never had another op­ 
portunity to plunge into France's 
financial pool where Ivar Krugei 
preceded her and Staviskv followed. 


Governor Vetoes 
Bill Aimed At 
Relief Politics 


Asserts Measure W ould Result 
In Malicious Prose­ 
cutions 


(International News Service) 
HARRISBURG. July 19.—Declar­ 
ing it would result in many malic­ 
ious and unw arranted prosecutions, 
Gov. George H. Earle today vetoed 
the bill of Sen. George L. Reed. 
Dauphin, making it a violation of 
the law for relief board employes 
and officials to attem pt to influence 
the votes of relief recipients. 
“The enactm ent of this special 
legislation w’ould undoubtedly result 
in many unfounded and malicious 
prosecutions which would seriously 
interfere with the administering of 
relief to our needy and unfortunate 
citizens,” the governor said. 
“The purpose of the bill is to in­ 
sure just and impartial distribution 
of relief, free from political inter­ 
ference, and such purpose is praise­ 
worthy. However, the effect might 
and probably would be the exact 
opposite, and might result in the se­ 
curing of relief by undeserving per­ 
sons by threats of malicious and un­ 
founded prosecutions. 
“It is highly improper and 
a 
ground for summary dismissal for a 
relief official or employe to attem pt 
to influence a relict recipient in the 
casting of his or her vote. Further­ 
more, under existing law. it is a 
penal offense for any one to endea­ 
vor to influence the vote of any 
elector by an offer of anything of 
j value or bv threats or intimidation 
'Consequently, their is no necessity 
for the enactm ent of this bill.”
